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THINKERS AND TINKERS. 





HAT there are both ‘thinkers and tinkers’’ 
in practically every craft, and that the 
plumbing business is no exception to this 

rule, was the contention of a delegate speaking at 
the recent convention of the Indiana Society of 
Sanitary Engineers. 

The existence of ‘‘tinkers,’’ as well as “thinkers,” 
in the trade is a well known fact, and the problem 
of the latter type of business men has been: How 
shall we make thinkers out of the tinkers? 

It has been truthfully said, that the poor are al- 
ways with us. The same observation can be applied 
to the ‘‘tinkers."’ The aim, today, with regard to 
this species of craftsmen, is not how to eliminate 
them, but rather how to reduce their number. 

Reducing their number by educational processes 
has been going on steadily for some years, and in 
this work the state associations of master plumbers 
and the trade press have been largely instrumental 
in accomplishing excellent results. 

It has been found, however, that as soon as you 
have educated a certain percentage of ‘“‘tinkers’’ to 
become ‘“‘thinkers’’ in business, you are confronted 
by another certain percentage of “‘tinkers’’ who 
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have sprung into existence to replace those who 
have graduated from the ‘tinker’ class. 

Thus, one is reminded of the story about the old 
scheme to colonize in Africa a large part of the 
Southern negroes, as an antidote for the rapidly in- 
creasing colored population following the civil war. 
It was demonstrated, however, that as soon as a 
certain percentage of blacks had been shipped to 
Africa, an equally large percentage had just been 
born in Dixie. Here was indeed a problem. The 
solution suggested by some Southerners, at the time, 
was: Keep on shipping ‘em.”’ 

A similiar scheme of meeting the problem of the 
rapidly increasing percentage of ‘“‘tinkers’” is no 
doubt in order. “Keep on educating ‘em. This 
would seem to be the only method of handling the 
question. 

In the plumbing and heating trades, there are 
men who began as ‘'tinkers,”’ but who, fortunately 
for themselves, did not continue as such. They 
awoke to realize that a ‘‘tinker’s”’ life was little 
better than a dog's life, a hand-to-mouth existence. 

Those, who have thus begun their careers as 
mere ‘'tinkers,” have saved themselves from the 
usual fate of this type of craftsmen by becoming 
‘thinkers,’ 
afhliating themselves with business organizations, 


adopting better business methods, 


studying the trade papers, etc. 

Some of the men of the progressive and legit- 
imate trades have proposed various schemes of 
legislating “‘tinkers’’ out of business on the theory 
that they are incompetent (which is true) and that 
they are a sort of menace to healthy competition 
(which is also true). 

Upon second thought, it will be seen that there 
is really no need cf adopting legislative measures 
as a means of exterminating the tinkering mechanic, 
who trespasses on the domain of the regular con- 
tractor. The ‘‘tinker’’ automatically exterminates 
himself. By the very nature of his methods he is 
doomed to dig his own grave. Others may take his 
place, follow his unprofitable tactics, but like moths 
around a flame they exist for a time and then perish.

The State Association of Builders’ Exchanges held its 
annual meeting in the rooms of the Nashville exchange or 
March 12. Officers were elected for the coming year, and 
there was general discussion of legislation relating to the 
building trades. A sugyested tax on contractors was con 
demned. 

A bill of interest to plumbing contractors throughout 
the state was passed recently by the Tennessee legislature 
The measure provides that all foundries employing twelve 
or more men must install shower baths. ‘The measure 
at first exempted only those with eight or less, but this 
was considered by the Senate to be too rigid for the small 
concerns. It was passed unanimously, with this amend 
ment, it being recognized that men employed in foundries 
ought to have a place to clean up before going home. 

There is considerable question as to the sanitary en 
gineering bureau being established at the present session 
of the legislature. A bill has recently been issued with 
the backing of the State Board of Health, but it is not 
certain of passage, although this is hoped for. The bill 
is considerably milder than was originally intended, but 
it has been pointed out that it will have a better chance 
of passage and that with a sanitary engineer actually at 
work, more authority may be given at the next session. 

The Tennessee Municipal League has prepared a num- 
ber of bills for introduction at the present session, among 
these being one providing for an abutting tax on sewer 
construction, as now prevails in this state for street work. 
This will permit the construction of a larger amount of 
sewers with the same funds of the city.
